NOTE.—From the evidences contained inthe foregoing Pedigrees of Brace, Sheldon, Stanford, 
and Bushell, it is manifestly clear that Mrs. Cecilia Bushell, the widow of Thomas 
Bushell, Esquire, of Cleeve Prior, Worcestershire, did not marry John Freeman, of 
Saintbury, as second husband as stated in the ** Herald's Visitation of Worcestershire, 
1682-3," from additions by Sir Thomas Phillips, Bart., published in 1883, Pedigree of 
Brace, of Dodderhill, Hill Court, and Doverdale, (pages 22 and 23). The foregoing data 
and tabular Pedigrees also establish beyond a doubt the accuracy of the relationship 
between Mrs. Frances Perrott, and her Aunt, Mrs. Cecilia Bushell, of Cleeve, as 
stated by Mrs. Frances Perrott, in the account of the Perrott Family, signed by her 
in 1715, and given her by her Aunt. 


The following is a copy of a Manuscript Record formerly in the possession of John 
Stanford Perrott, the son and heir of John Stanford Perrott, who married Frances Jason. It 
was written on a leaf of an old book, and was copied by my Grandfather, Joseph Parker, 
Esquire, J.P., D.L. The Frances Perrott who signed her name at the end in August, 1715, 
was the wife of Benjamin Perrott, Esquire, the son and heir of Benjamin Perrott, Esquire, 
of St. Mary Redcliffe, Bristol, and Anne Woodward, his wife. Mrs. Frances Perrott was 
the daughter of John Stanford, of Abbots Salford Manor, county Warwick, Esquire, and 
Mercy Sheldon, his wife, second daughter of Francis Sheldon, of Abberton, county Worces- 
ter, Esquire, and Mercy Brace, his wife, only daughter and youngest child of John Brace, of 
Hill Court, in the parish of Hill, county Worcester, Esquire, and Cecily Sandys, his wife, 
eldest daughter of Sir Samuel Sandys of Ombersley Court, in the county of Worcester, 
Knight, and Mercy Culpepper, his wife, daughter of Sir Martin Culpepper, of Astwood 
Court, in the parish of Feckenham, in the county of Worcester, Knight, and the Lady Joyce 
Culpepper, his wife, eldest daughter of Sir Edward Aston, of Tix Hall, in the county of 
Stafford, Knight, and Ann Lucy, his wife, only daughter of Sir Thomas Lucy, of Charlcote, 
county Warwick, Knight. Sir Martin Culpepper was son and heir of Martin Culpepper, of 
Astwood Court, Esquire, and Lettice Cleark, his wife, daughter of Henry Cleark, of West- 
hawke, by Asheford, in the county of Kent, Esquire. Sir Martin Culpepper is also described 
in Nash’s Histury of Worcestershire—Volume I., page 442, Parish of Feckenham, Anno. 
1781-2, as “ of Deane in the county of Oxford.” Sir Samuel Sandys, Knight, was the eldest 
son and heir of Edwin Sandys, Bishop of Worcester, and Archbishop of York, who died 
1588. I include a copy of this important genealogical document, in order to prove by com- 
paring it with other records contained in County Histories that the statements made therein 
by Mrs. Cecilia Bushell are correct. 


"AN ACCOUNT OF THE PERROTT FAMILY." 


"Mercy, our Great Grandmother, daughter of Sir Martin Culpepper, of Astwood Court, 
in the parish of Feckenham, in Worcestershire. She married Sir Samuel Sandys, of Ombers- 
ley, Great Grandfather to us all, who had four sons and seven daughters. His eldest son 
married Penelope, the Lord Buckly's daughter, of Blewmorris, in Wales. The second 
married Sir Francis Egiock's daughter, of Egiock, in Worcestershire. The third married a 
mean man's daughter, when he was a scholar in the University, unknown to his friends, but 
proved well and was beloved of them ; his second wife was as bad or worse; his third wife 
was Lady Dowell who had £1500 in money and £700 per annum, which made amends for 
all; his fourth wife was Lady Howell, {400 per annum jointure. His fourth son married 
Winiford Chambers, daughter of Mr. Chambers, of Feckenham. His eldest daughter Coelia, 
our Grandmother, married John Brace, Esquire, of Dodderhill, or Hill Court, in the parish 
of Hill, at which she had three children—Philip—Edwin—and Mercy, my Mother. His 
second Daughter Ann married Sir Francis Winman, of Caswell, in Oxfordshire. His third 
Daughter Mercy married John Ubank, Esquire, of London. His fourth Daughter Margaret 
married Richard Humphries, Esquire, in Essex. His fifth Daughter Mary married Sir 
Francis Wyett, in Kent. His sixth Daughter married Sir John Dynley, of Charlton, in 
Worcestershire. His seventh Daughter Elizabeth married Edward Pytts, Esquire, son of 
Sir James Pytts, Case Park, Worcestershire."

A PREFACE. 


HE following Tabular Pedigree is an abridged copy of a pedigree of the 

Family of Perrott, of Wollaston Hall, in the Hamlet of Wollaston, in 

the Parish of Old Swinford; Bell Hall, in the Parish of Belbroughton ; 
Pedmore Hall, in the Parish of Pedmore; Rotten Park, Birmingham and 
Edgbaston ; and Ombersley, in the County of Worcester; of Chew Stoke and 
Chelwood, Somersetshire ; of St. Mary Redcliffe Parish, Bristol ; of Highfield, in 
the Parish of Bitton, Gloucestershire ; Ashburton, Chagford, Chudleigh, Exeter 
and Kingsbridge, Devonshire; Cape Colony, South Africa; and the United 
States, America. i 

I have compiled this Pedigree in full in Narrative form in three parts. The 
earlier portion from the commencement down to Catherine Perrott, the daughter 
of John Perrott, Esquire, of Rotten Park and Bell Hall, who married Walter 
Noel, Esquire, of Hilcote, County Stafford, 12th May, 1764, whose great grand- 
son, Charles Perrott-Noel, Esquire, was then (1883) the possessor of the Bell 
Hall Estate, and down to Benjamin Perrott, Esquire, of Bristol, who married 
Anne Woodward, and who died in 1735, I have reproduced from the account of the 
Perrott Family recorded by H. Sidney Grazebrook, Esquire, in the ‘“ Midland 
Antiquary,” Vols. I and II, edited by William F. Carter, Esq., B.A., 1882-3 and 
4, pages 57 to 63, 114 to 120, 157 to 161 Vol. I; and 57 to 61 Vol. II. Printed by 
Simpkin, Marshall and Co., Stationers’ Hall Court, London, E.C., and I. Fred. 
Mason & Co., Albert Chambers, Paradise Street, Birmingham. To this tran- 
script I have introduced various additional data, and in one or two instances 
have included corrections to slight errors. The latter portion of the Pedigree, 
from Benjamin Perrott aforesaid down to the present day, I have composed 
entirely myself. The data with which I have been enabled to complete this 
Pedigree have been obtained by me from family documents, manuscript records, 
county histories, monumental inscriptions, parish registers, wills, information 
contributed by members of the family now living and other sources. 

The full Pedigrees which I have compiled in Narrative form of the collateral 
families which are connected with the family of Parker, of Upton House, Upton 
Cheyney, Bitton, Gloucestershire, are so voluminous and elaborate in detail that 
the cost of printing them would entail upon me a far greater outlay than I am 
in a position to incur. I have therefore decided to issue the various Collateral 
Pedigrees under the title ** Comprehensive Pedigrees,” in an abridged form, of 
which this one of the family of Perrott is No. 2. 

By adopting this method I shall, I hope, be enabled to place in the hands of 
my relatives and others some records relating to the history of these families 
which they could not otherwise obtain. I shall also feel gratified in knowing 
that I shall not have spent between thirty and forty years in constant and diligent 
research into these matters without some little advantage accruing to others from 
my labour and time devoted to it.
